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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. Examiner does note there was a typographical error in the office action regarding claims 21 and 22 having 
been included in the rejection heading. However, the claims were addressed and properly rejected. Applicant contends the rejection of 
claims 21 and 22 were premature because the amendment was only to clarify the claimed subject matter. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Applicant amended claims 21 and 22 by changing the dependency, removing claimed limitations, adding further limitations, and 
changed the scope of the claims. The change in the scope of the claim was more than a mere clarification. The new grounds of rejection 
were needed to properly address these changes in scope and claim matter. Applicant contends the rejection of claim 23 was premature 
because the filed amendment was only to clarify. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Claim 23 was put in independent form, but did not 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims; it had a different scope from the original claim. The new grounds 
of rejection were needed to properly address Applicant's changes in scope and subject matter. 
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
